The sickness produced by their change of life 1s then describea 
and the mother, “dying with Christian hope, consigned to rest,” the 
unfortunate girl is soon destined to follow. 

Yet they who look’d upon the Maiden meek, 
Might see what deep emotion blanched her cheek, 
An-ioward light there was which fill'd her eyes, 
And told, more forcibly than words could speak, 
That this disruption of her earliest ties 

Had shaken mind and frame in al! their faculties. 

Flere is felicity and cause of triumph, especially as the remaining 
boy was at the same time in a similar state of mental and bodily 
affliction. The innocent lad sees his mother and sister in his dreams, 
and longs to be iptized, that he may join them. The Jesuit reasons

HORRORS OF ENGLISH MANUFACTORIES, 

The following article appeared in the Essex Herald of Tuesday :— 

* Town Crern’s Orrice, Covcarster.—A complaint was exhibited 
by Mr Moss against Mary Ann Brown, single woman, aged 22 years, for 
having absented herself from the service of Messrs Moss and Smith, of 
Hatfield Peverel, silk throwsters. It appeared that on the 18th of 
February Brown contracted to serve them for two years, and to work 
from six in the morning till seven in the evening, being allowed half an 
hour for breakfast and half an hour for dianer, at 3s, 6d. per-week the 
first year, and 4s. per week the second, providing herself with board, 
lodging, washing. and weariug appagel ; that she had served them until 
about a month ago, when she left, and has not since returned. The girl 
stated in her defence that she had paid Is, per week out of ber wages for 
lodging and washing, leaving 2s. 6d. per week only for board and 
clothes; that she could get little else than dry bread to eat; that she 
had to stand twelve hours to her work; and that her living was not 
adequate to the fatigue she had to undergo, Mr Mows stated that up- 
wards of 50 girls had absconded from the manufactory lately; that 
several of them were Colchester girls; and that there were many in the 
manufactory who did very well on the wages they received, though not 
more than Brown’s.—Mr Apecy, the Magistrate, said, that he consi- 
dered it very extraordinary, that a person of the age of 22 years should 
make a contract of such a nature, for so long a period, Knowiny, as she 
must have doné, the price of provisions: it was evident that she had 
made a breach in. her edgagement, therefore he must put the provisions 
of the Act in force; but, under the circumstances, he should order 
her to be imprisoned in the Borough Gaol, and kept to hard labour for 
the period of seven days only. Mr Moss told Brown that she would 
shave to return to his service at the expiration of her imprisonment; she 
said that if she did, she would not stop, and would as lieve be io gaol 
during the remainder of her period of service, It was recommended, in 
the event ofher returning tathe nimuufaotrysthat she should apply to 
the Magistrates in the netaidacar hod foe relief, if her wages were in- 
adequate for her mainte 

Before we woader how a woman of 22 should enter into a contract of 
such a nature, we must know whether she could better her sitaation in 
any other manner than by making herself a criminal, The parish 
allowance to single persons might not be more at the time thaa 3s, 6d. a 
week, and the poor wretch might be unwilling to eat the bread of idle- 
ness, and prefer 3s, Gd. for her labour to 3s. 6d. received av a pauper, 
ignorant at the same time that if people choose to lie ail the day on their 
belly like the poor Irish of Carlow, described by Dr Doyle in his evi- 
dence, to diminish the saffering from hunger, they may do with less 
food, than if they were Working hard all the day. She is not single in 
this way of thinking, for if fifty girls have abseoaded, that admber must

She had re- 
marked that it was necessary to use a great quantity of this suger befare 
it had any effect upon that with which it was mixed, and that when the 
pies or puddings tasted sweet, they also tastéd salt o¢ brackish bb 
twang which this commodity gave to tea was alse very extraordinary, # 
she felt a grievous sickness iq her stomach after drinking it, The sugar 
nevertheless was extremely bright, Upon analyzing the commodity, be 
found that it contained shout ane Half of common silt, whieh was about 
a halfpenty a pound. This io jent, when applied in such anger 
quantities, mast excite exeessive thirst and fever in children, and ya 
not be very serviceable to grown peeple, putting out of the qaestien 
immense per centage gained upon the adulteration. ' ¥
